AN  ACT 

TO  REDUCE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  TAXATION. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  Aiherica  in 
Congress  Assembled : 

That  the  taxes  herein  specified  imposed  by  theTa^s^^ 
laws  now  in  force  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
pealed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  namely  : On  capital 
and  deposits  of  banks,  bankers  and  national  bank- 
ing  associations,  except  such  taxes  as  are  now  due 
and  payable  ; and  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  the  stamp  tax  on^|‘^^ 
bank  checks,  drafts,  orders  and  vouchers,  and  tlief^flt 
tax  on  matches,  perfumery,  medicinal  preparations  on 
and  other  articles  imposed  by  Schedule  A following 
section  thirty -four  hundred  and  thirty -seven  of  the^riemry 
Revised  Statutes:  Provided,  That  no  drawback  from  juiy 
shall  be  allowed  upon  articles  embraced  in  said^’^®^^' 
schedule  that  shall  be  exported  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three:

Circulars  produced  by  hektograph  or  similar  process,  by  electric  pen,  and  by 
type-writer,  are  rated  as  “ printed  matter.”

CHANGES  IN  THE  POSTAL  MONEY-ORDER  SYSTEM. 

One  of  the  most  important  measures  passed  on  the  last  night 
of  the  session  was  the  bill  “To  modify  the  postal  money-order 
system,  and  for  other  purposes.”  It  provides  that  for  the  trans- 
mission of  sums  under  ^5  through  the  mails  the  Postmaster- 
General  may  authorize  postmasters  at  money-order  offices  to 
issue  money-orders  without  corresponding  advices,  on  an  en- 
graved form  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  him,  and  to  be 
known  as  “postal  notes,”  for  which  a fee  of  3 cents  is  to  be 
charged.  These  notes  are  made  payable  to  bearer  when  duly 
receipted  at  any  money-order  office  which  the  remitter  may 
select,  or  at  the  office  of  issue.  The  note  becomes  invalid  upon 
the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  last  day  of  the  month  in 
which  it  was  issued;  and  the  holder,  to  obtain  the  amount  of  an 
invalid  postal  note,  must  forward  it  to  the  superintendent  of 
the  money-order  system  at  Washington,  together  with  an  ap- 
plication in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  Postmaster-General 
may  prescribe,  for  a duplicate,  payable  to  such  holder,  and  an 
additional  fee  of  3 cents  is  charged  for  the  issue  of  the  duplicate. 

Monev-orders  are  authorized  to  be  issued  for  sums  of  less 
than  $100,  at  rates  graded  from  8 cents  for  a ^10  order  up  to  45 
cents  for  one  of  $100. 


REDEMPTION  OF  TWO-CENT  CHECK  STAMPS. 

A despatch  to  the  Associated  Press  gives  the  following  infor- 
mation, which  we  believe  to  be  correct : 

Washington,  March  6. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  has  received  many  letters 
in  reference  to  the  redemption  of  the  two-cent  check  stamp. 
He  says  that  the  two-cent  check  stamp  is  not  required  by  law  to 
be  used  after  July  i next.  The  law  provides  for  the  redemption 
of  stamps  not  used,  if  they  are  presented  for  payment  within 
three  years  from  the  time  of  purchase  from  the  Government.
